View Differs From Knox. 
“I can foresee conditions,” he

"under which the navy could be 
transferred under conditions very 
advantageous.” 
This opinion was at odds with

of

Knox who only last week asserted 
flatly that “no more destroyers 
can be detached from the fleet 
without seriously impairing its ef­ 
ficiency.” 
President Roosevelt, too, said 
recently that here was no point 
in talk ing about further destroyer 
trades because no one had sug­ 
gested such trades.

More Nebraska Cattle 


rp H A T dev elopm ent in Nebraska moist desired 
seem s to hav e taken place. The report of the 
state-federal crop and liv estock serv ice Thursday 
rev ealing there are 8 percent more cattle on feed 
right now than at the sam e tim e a y ear ago means 


a greater farm incom e. 
It is the liv estock activ ities, not the cash grain 
crops, w hich prov ide the bulk of rural incom e in 
this state. Prior to the drouth era the div ision was 
7 6 percent, and 24 percent. In eight y ears that ratio 
betw een liv estock and grain crops became disturbed 
seriously because of the necessity through lack of 
feed to dispose of liv estock holdings. 
Eastern and central Nebraska counties were 
m uch harder hit than the range and ranch sections 
in w estern Nebraska. 
Equally gratify ing, is the 
observ ation that the greatest proportion of grain 
results from an increase in the cattle holdings and 
feeding in eastern Nebraska counties. Tiie situation 
reflects the im prov em ent in the stocks of feed par­ 
ticularly of grain on Nebraska farms. 


a decade ago v ery few American corporations m ain­ 
tained research departm ents at aU. 


The importa ic« of such research at this is that 
It is the source of s richer snd fuller life for A m eri­ 
cans. N ew products, new techniques and new util­ 
izations of raw m aterials art dev eloped in these 
research departm ents. 
Prev iously the univ ersities 
w ere slm ost the sole sourcc of such new dev elop­ 
m ents. But v ery few univ ersities arc rich enough to 
perm it mem bers of their staffs to dev ote sn y large 
proportion of their tim e to research and funds for 
the purchase of necessary research equipm ent are 
lim ited. 


It is estim ated that the United States now has 
44,000 full-tim e industrial researchers at work. Of 
particular im portance to the m idw est is the fact that 
many of these men are seeking new uses for farm 
products. A i new discov eries are m ade the problem 
of farm surpluses w ill dim inish accordingly . 


The New Philanthropy 


rp H E R E w as so m uch spirit of early Nebraska in 


the w ills of tw o pioneer citizens of this state, 


w hich appeared in the new s colum ns of the Thurs­ 


day issue of The Star. These pioneer Nebraskans 


placed so much em phasis upon fundam ental institu­ 


tions. 
The church, the college, the school— those 


agencies contributing to religious and to educational 


progress— to the spirituality to the intelligence of 


manhood had their full support.

■'T HAPPENED in England, silently and largely 
unnoted in this country . In the y ears im m edi­ 
ately follow ing the first World war the great landed 
estates w ere broken up in the British isles, not in 
a day nor a y ear, but it began then, and it has been 
continuing uninterruptedly . The old-ty pe English 
squire, or country gentlem an, fighting desperately 
for his traditional role, is becom ing less and less a 
sy m bol of British life. 
W ithout ex planation, the British cabinet m in­ 
ister of war econom ics, said in com m ons the other 
day that regardless of the outcom e of this war, the 
Britain which had ex isted up* until the sum m er of 
19 39 nev er would reappear, and for that reason 
the British should dedicate them selv es to fight for 
a peace which giv es to the world the peace it crav es. 
W hat he meant w’as that the financial burdens of 
this conflict were so crushing’that tradition, custom , 
and conceptions of property nev er would return. 
Ih o se may be heav y and dark words but they 
do not need necessarily to bring despair to a people, 
ev en w ith such a sharp acquisitiv e sense, and w’ith 
such deeply -rooted conv ictions upon passing of 
w ealth from one generation of a fam ily to the nex t. 
There is an astonishing productiv e capacity 
in 
Am erica for the creation of w ealth. This present 
crisis w ill not destroy it.

r p H E financial burdens which it entails, burdens 
of national defense, the ex penditure of billions 
annually to be ready for any attack in the dark, and 
any assoult from any quarter, sim ply m eans that 
where there is w ealth, it must bear the load. No 
nation, conserv ativ e by 
tradition, or 
liberal 
in 
political philosophy , has escaped that conclusion. 
They may struggle against it but in the end sur­ 
render to it is inev itable, and frequently the w ill­ 
ingness of acceptance has much to do w ith national 
progress and national serenity . 
So in the future those of great w ealth, and ev en 
those of moderate w ealth w ill turn to philanthropy 
— to gifts, to churches, to hospitals, to univ ersities 
and colleges, and to other m agnificent agencies to 
leav e to such institutions a portion of their accum u­ 
lation. It w ill lighten the burden of Am erica’s tax a­ 
tion because these institutions necessarily are sup­ 
ported through the tax es or in the charges for ser­ 
v ices which they m ake. And in the end in the read­ 
justm ent there w ill em erge a better nation, which 
at this time may be difficult to v isualize, but which 
nev ertheless is on its way .

More careful ex am ­ 
inations and critical analy sis of 
cases hav e m ade teething of less 
and less im portance until it hard­ 
ly has any part in the modern 
pediatrician’s v ocabulary . 
Now teething is a phy siological 
process. It happens to ev ery body 
—and 
nature 
usually 
does 
not 
penalize us for perform ing per­ 
fectly natural functions in a nor­ 
mal m anner Nature does not pin 
on a hazard to a dev elopm ent in 
the body that is absolutely neces- 
cary to health and w ell being. 
Cross Baby 
The baby is cross and fretful. 
Well, all rig h t So what? The baby 
is also teething. So the crossness 
and fretfulness must be due to the 
teething. 
W ell, suppose tho baby 
is cross and fretful and it isn’t 
teething? W hat are these perfect­ 
ly natural reactions due to them? 
I w'ould like to see the baby that 
w asn’t cross and fretful som e of 
the tim e. 
The baby drools all the time. 
Isn’t that terrible? 
It’s because 
the teeth are coming in. It is not 
because of any such thing. 
It is 
because the saliv ary glands come 
to full dev elopm ent just as the 
teeth are com ing in. That is when 
they are needed—nature planned 
it that w ay .

The baby is sick, and the 
doctor is in a hurry , and som ebody 
say s the baby is teething, so the 
ex am ination is ov er and ev ery ­ 
thing is blam ed on the teething. 
The real trouble m ay be a urinary 
infection, 
or 
ear 
infection, 
or 
som ething in the throat, or need 
of si^ sh in e and a rearrangem ent 
of diei; it m ay be rickets or tet­ 
any , But the ‘‘teething’ legend is 
accepted and a more thorough e x ­ 
am ination is put off,

T he dentition rash of the skin 
often m entioned is, in the ex peri­ 
ence of good children’s specialists, 
a m y th. It may be due to too much 
clothing, or im properly laundered 
clothing, or- an irritating soap, or 
just plain uncleanliness 
Rubbing the gum s w'here the 
tooth is erupting doesn’t hasten 
th.3 eruption of the tooth any more 
than rubbing an egg w ill hasten 
the hatching of a chicken,

Rig id Discipline 


The Paw nee plan of hunt en­ 
tailed the most rigid discipline. 
The ^ ie f s of each band, there 
being four, m et in adv ance, agreed 
upon four leaders, one from each 
band, who were to hav e abso­ 
lu te 
command 
throughout 
the 


entire period of the hunt, ev en 
the chiefs being subject to their 
orders. 
Each leader, riding ahead 
of the tribe on the march, picked 
out the cam ping grounds. 
Their 
authority w as sy m bolized 
by a 
staff, about an inch in diam eter, 
sev en to eight feet in length, to 
the end of w hich was fastened a 
strip of cloth, the feathers of a 
haw k or an eagle, and the skin 
of an anim al. 
Each ev ening as 
dusk set in the leaders reported 
to their “ criers,” who in turn sum ­ 
moned each memt» er of the band 
to confereni'e, and reported the 
new s of the day . 
The prox im ity 
of big herds of buffalo inv ariably 
produced 
ex citem ent 
am ong 
a 
stolid people in anticipation of a 
hunt of thi* follow ing m orning. 
Not infrequently the "criers” re­ 
ported tracks of the hated RIoux , 
w ith the result that a closer watch 
w as kept during the night.

Upon catching up with the In­ 
dians, Captain North took his tw o 
guests to v isit with the Pawne« 
chieftain. 
There they w ere told 
that the scouts had located a great 
herd of buffalo and would make 
a big kill on the follow ing day . 
The morning mists h.^rdly 
had 
cleared 
aw ay 
before 
the 
camp 


W’a s stirring w ith life. 
A thous­ 
and warriors took to their horses, 
the leaders started out in adv ance, 
and 
under the old 
custom 
the 
word was giv en that not a single 
buffalo 
w as 
to b« killed 
until 
the signal had been flashed. That 
custom grew out of the necessity 
of protecting those mounted upon 
the slower horses, w ho would be 
left behind and get no meat. The 
entire line mov ed forward at a 
trot first, then broke into a slow 
canter, w ith many of the Indians 
on foot. 
A ll of the Indians were 
stripped dow n to the breech cloth, 
armed w ith bow and arrow, and 
men and horses alike w ere e x ­ 
cited, 
After trav eling nearly ten 
m iles they reached a low circle of 
hills. 
The command cam e to stop 
to rest men and horses. 
J ust be­ 
y ond in the v alley w as the herd 
of buffalo, unaware of the hunt­ 
ers, and most of them ly ing down. 
Within an hour the hunt w as ov er. 
Few of the buffalo escaped. 
The 
v alley was dotted with the bodies 
of the slain anim als. 


Mov ing The Camp 


To prev ent escape the Indian 
hunters rode in circles, hem m ing 
the shaggy beasts in, driv ing home 
the arrows in showers, and m ain­ 
taining the sharpest v igilance that 
none of the beasts should escape. 
There was still the skinning, the 
cutting up of the meat, and the 
dry ing to be done. 
But the Paw ­ 
nee camp had 
followed closely 
upon the heels of the hunters and 
when the rem aining anim als had 
been dispatched, the wom en were 
on hand to take up their tasks. 
Around the camp fire that night 
there was feastin g -k ah -w is, a sort 
of sausage, being serv ed in gen­ 
erous helping followed by roast 
ribs.
